Wire Ciew Traced. 

It was stated headouarters that 
detectives have discovered where 
Wurm’'s slayers obtained the wire with 
which his hands were manacled berore 
his body was thrown into the waters of 
the Chottnahoochee. Although it is 
known that it was secured from some 
place in the Atlantic steel plant, the 
sleuths would not say where definitely. 

Vaster Dogan. the suspect in the 
John Wurm murder mystery, was again 
confronted by an accuser @arly yester- 
day morning, when he was carried at 
his own request to John Williams, an 
overseer in the Atlantic steel plant, who 
denied the story related by the prisoner 
that Williams would be able to ac- 
count for his presence at the time the 
boy timekeeper disappeared. 

As a result of this new development 
arrests are momentarily expected. Chief 
Lanford stated to a reporter for The 
Constitution last night that he was con- 
fident of an early solution of the Wurm 
mystery, and that the guilty would be 
in the hands of the police within a 
day or s0 

Williams Denies Grilling. 

Following the severe grilling to 
which he was subjected Saturday night 
and during which he was confronted 
by two negro women and a white man 
who denied the salient points of the 
alibi he sought to establish, Vaster 
Dogan pleaded with Detectives to car- 
ry him before Overseer Williams. Do- 
gan stated this man would be able to 
account for his whereabouts on the 
night of Wurm's disappearance. 

Williams, confronted by Dogan short- 
ly after midnight, according to the de- 
tectives, denied that he knew -anything: 
of the negro’s actions the night of the 
myster,.- Dogan was unable to explain 
Williams’ story. He merely said “he 
thought he knew.” It ig now believed 
by the detectives that Dogan was an 
accessory to the Wurm crime, and a 
vigorous effort is being made to secure 
an admission from him. 

To this end he was subjected to a se- 
vere “third degree" Sunday afternoon 
in the office of Chief Lanford at po- 
lice headquarters. This was the fourth 
such examination the prisoner has un- 
dergone since his imprisonment last 
Tuesday night. Despite the efforts of 
the detectives to break down his story, 
it was stated that Dogan adhered to 
his original statement. 

Second Conference Held. 

A second conference wags held last 
night between detectives of police head- 
quarters, county policemen and private 
investigators. The first took place in 
Chief Lanford’s office Saturday night. 
Conspicuous in the gathering were 
Chief Mathieson, of the county depart- 
ment; George, Bullard, who has been 
transferred from uniformed sergeancy 
to the detective ranks solely to aid in 
the Wurm case, and Sergeant Bob Wag- 
goner. The conference was headed by 
Chief Lanford, and was held in his of- 
fice at headquarters. | 

Detectives and county authorities 
agree that the time is ripening for ad- 
ditional arrests in the Wurm case. The 
next men to be taken to headquarters, 
according to the investigators, will be 
members of the gang of youths said to 
have driven to the steel plant in less 
than ten minutes before the boy time- 
keeper vanished, using a darkened au- 
tomobile with muffled engine, in which 
they rode to the front entrance of the 
plant grounds, toward which the slain 
boy was last seen walking at 8 o'clock 
Sunday night two weeks ago.

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NEGROES IN CLASH 


WITH GUARDSMEN 


Three Alabama Soldiers Are 
Wounded at Montgomery. 
One of Soldiers in Serious 
Condition. 


——_ 


Montgomery, Ala.. August 6.—4‘orpo- 
ral Stroneker, C company, Second regi- 
ment, Alabama national guard, was se- 
riously wounded tonight and two pri- 
vates from the mobilization camp here 
were slightly injured by bird shot 
fired into a crowd of soldiers in a sub- 
urb. extroneker’s left thigh was badly 
torn by a full load of shot, and his 
left arm and left breast received scat- 
tered shot from a second charge. The 
other two soldiers wounded received 
slight injuries, and immediately dis. 
appeared toward camp. 

A number of soldiers out on Pollard 
and Union streets engaged in a wordy 
controversy with a crowd of young 
negroes. The soldiers caught a street 
car for the camp. At the first corner 
bricks were thrown into the car by 
the negroes, three of the soldiers being 

ruck, one of them reported being 
badly cut. The soldiers gave the riot 
call and all of them, about a score in 
number, jumped from the car and 
gave chase to the negroes. 

Half a block up the street two shots 
were fired and three of the soldiers 
cried out that they had been hit. Jim 
Gosha, a negro, was caught in his door- 
way, immediately in front of which the 
shooting occurred, with a double-bar- 
relled shotgun in his hands. His son, 
Jim Gosha, Jr., also was placed under 
arrest. Both negroes deny shooting 
the soldiers, the elder.claiming he shot 
into the air. 

Corporal Stroneker was carried to the 
camp hospital for treatment. 

Henry Gosha, another son of Jim 
Gosha, boarded a car in the heart of the 
city about the time of the shooting and 
sat in the lap of Major Knox. Major 
Knox promptly threw the negro off the 
car. Henry Gosha hurried to police 
headquarters and swore out a warrant 
for Major Knox, who made bond for 
his appearance. When Henry Gosha 
entered the police station to get the 
warrant, he found his father and broth- 
er there, being searched and locked up 
charged with suspicion of having shot 
Stroneker and his companions.

Democrats Are Divided on 
Proposition to Lower Ex- 
emptions---Committee Con- 
siders Tax on Munitions. 


a 


Washington, August 6.—Democrats of 
the senate finance committee who votea 
yesterday to lower the income tax ex- 
emptions in the revenue bill are anx- 
iously waiting to hear from the country 
on the recommendation. Protests 
against it already have been heard 
within the party. The amendment pre- 
vailed in the committee by a majority 
of one vote, and the minority proposes 
to fight it in caucus. Its proponents | 
will use as one argument a suggestion 
from President Wilson in his annual 
message to the sixty-fourth congress 
for a reduction tn the exemption. 

The amendment would lower the ex- 
emption for persons with families from 


$4,000 to $3,000 and for single persons 
from $3,000 to $2,000. Democrats who 
oppose the reduction say the amount of 
revenue to be gained would not be suf- | 
ficient to warrant risking popular dis- | 
approval that might be aroused. The. 
treasury department has estimated that 
the new tax, which would be at the 
rate of one per cent instead of the pro- 
posed normal tax of two per cent on 
either incomes would yield about $6,- 
000,000. 
Tax on Munitions. 

Today members of the subcommittee 
considering the munitions tax section of 
the revenue bill were at work on their 
report, which will be ready for the full 
democratic membership of the commit- 
tee within a few days. Protests against 
the proposed tax on copper products 
have resulted in a compromise, the ex- 
act nature of which has not been dis- 
closed. It is known, however, that it 


Is proposed to lower the copper excise 
rate prescribed in the house bill and to 
add to the munitions list excise taxes 
on products of lead, zinc, iron and steel. 
Again the committee had the ganction 
of President Wilson in its action, in 
so far as iron and steel are ineoluded. 
The president studied this subject thor- 
oughly last fall and in his message to 
congress pointed out that a tax of 25 
cents per ton on pig iron would yield 
in revenue $10,000,000 and a tax of 25 
cents per ton on fabricated iron and 
steel probably $10,000,000. Administra- 
tion leaders regarded the problem as 
the most important before congress, 
and the finance committee hopes to 
complete its revision of the house bill 
so that it may be passed upon by the 
party caucus and be ready for senate! 
action within ten days. The house bill 
would provide for about $210,000,000 in 
revenue. The finance committee is 
working to present a bill that would 
yield $275,000,000 or more. 
Coneern About Adjoprnment. 


When congress will be ready to ad- 
journ is giving the president and party 


leaders more concern right now than it 
has at any other time this summer. | 
With the campaign coming on and 
President Wilson's notification waiting ; 
on congress, administraticn leaders are 
being urged to hasten legislation as 
much as possible. The shipping bill 
and revenue measures are the two most 
important bills to fellow child labor 
legislation which will be completed this 
week. Besides these there are the con- 
ference reports on the army and navy 
bills gnd a few minor measures. 

Democratic leaders think this pro- 
gram can be finished in the first week 
of September, but their confidence is 
not shared by the republicang who in- 
tend.to debate the shipping and revenue 
measures thoroughly. 

Tomorrow the house expects to get 
the conference agreement on the army 
appropriation bill, although it has not 

et been released in view of the war

FOR TROLLEY STRIKE 


Basi§ 6f Agreement Reach- 

ed in New York—Only 45 
Per Cent of Normal Serv- 
ice Sunday. 


New York, August 6.—The street car 
strike, which resulted again tonight in 
a complete suspension of surface car 
traffic in all the boroughs of Greater 
New York, except Brooklyn, probably 
will be settled tomorrow, according 
to a statement tonight by Mayor 
Mitchel. 

The announcement came after a day 
of conferences’ initiated -by Mayor 
Mitchel with the co-operation of Oscar 
S. Straus, chairman of the public ser- 
vice commission. A basis of settlement 
was reached which will be submitted 
tomorrow to the directors of the New 
York Railways company and to its 
Striking emplovees it was announced. 

Statement by Mayor Mitchel. 

Mayor Mitchel gave out a statement, 
im which he said: ‘ 

“We have submitted certain propo- 
sals for a settlement of the street rail- 
way strike to President Shonts, of the 
New York Railways company, and to 
the representatives of the striking em- 
ployees. A basis of settlement has been 
found and will be recommended by 
President Shonts to his board of di- 
rectors for ratification, and by the rep- 
resentatives of the men to employees 
for, ratification by them. 

“The meeting of the board of direc- 
tors and the meeting of the employees 
will be held tomorrow, and upon ratifi- 
cation of the proposed ttlement by 
both sides the men wil? immediately 
return to work and service will be re- 
sumed on the entire New York railways 
system.” 

The terms of the proposed 
ment were not made public. 

Announcement that a settlement was 
in prospect came soon after all the 
companies operating surface cars in 
Manhattan, the Bronx and Queens had 
ordered to the barns the cars which had 
been operated during the day. No at- 
tempt was made to supply Sunday ser- 
vice on Staten Island (Richmond). 

Service Greatly Reduced. 

Police reports indicate that about 
45 per cent of the normal Sunday car 
service was maintained during the day 
by the companies affected. Two uni- 
formed policemen rode on every car. 
There were a few minor disturbances. 

Secretary of Labor Wilson arrived 
here today to confer with Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, but he denied that his 
visit had any connection with local 
labor troubles or with the threatened 
nation-wide railroad strike. 

The Interborough Rapid Transit com- 
pany today announced that all ec- 
ployees of the Interborough, number- 
ing approximately 12,000, will receive 
$1 per day extra pay until further no- 
tice, beginning today. .Traffic in the 
subway and on the elevated railway 
lines, which are controlled by the In- 
terborough, has been heavily increased 
by the disturbed condttions on the sur- 
face roads. 

Strike Ordered in Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, August 6.—A strike of 
motormen and conductors on the lines 
of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit com- 
pany was ordered by the executive 
committee of the local division of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employees to- 
night. Messengers were dispatched to 
the car barns notifying the men to stop 
work tomorrow morning. 

Company officials declare that only 
15 per cent of their men are members 
of the union. Union leaders claim 


that at least half of the 4,700 men will 
answer the call.

USING LIQUID FIRE 
CERMANS CHARGE 
BRITISH POSITIONS 


Kaiser’s Troops MadeSlight 
Advance at One Point, But 
Were Later Forced to 
Yield the Ground. 


FRENCH MAKE GAINS 
ON THE VERDUN FRONT 


Berlin Admits That Fight- 
ing in Verdun Region Is 
Desperate—British Report 
Slight Advances on the 
Somme Front. 


Slight advances for the British at 
High Wood and east of Pozieres on the 
Somme front and by the French south- 
west of Estrees, south of the Somme 
and to the northwest of the Thiau- 
mont work near Verdun are recorded 
in the British and French communi- 
cations, 

In the sector northwest of Pozieres 
the Germans, in an attack in which 
liquid fire was used, forced the Brit- 
ish back along one of their trenches, 
but later the British regained the 
ground lost. 

The Germans are heavily bombard- 
ing the Thiaumont work and Fleury 
positions of the French on the Verdun 
front. Berlin claims that the Ger- 
mans have made progress in the Chap- 
itre wood, near Verdun, and in min- 
ing operations in the Argonne. 


TURKS BEATEN 
BY BRITISH. 


The 14,000 Turkish troops operating 


against the Stiez canal also have met 
with defeat at the hands of the British 
and have been forced to flee, leaving 
more than 2,500 prisoners behind them, 
including some Germans, says London. 
In addition “the Ottomans suffered 
heavy casualties, 

In the <Austro-Italian theater, the 
Austrians are heavily bombarding the 
Italian lines bet'ween the Adige and 
upper Isonzo rivers and the Pasubio 
area, while in the Sugana valley and 
the upper Cordevbdle valley they launch- 
ed infantry attacks againat the Italians. 
These attacks, according to Rome, were 
repulsed.

‘Petrograd, August 6.—(Via London.) 

Since the loss of Brody by the Aus- 
trians and the successful operations 
of the Russians against the Germans, 
which: resulted in their gaining the 
whole line along the Stokhod, the situ- 
ation on the Russian General Brusil- 
lof's front has remained virtually un- 
altered. 

The Russians have not lost the initia- 
tive, but another wave of most ener- 
getic German resistance has set in 
and the newly organized German army, 
composed of all available reserves and 
fresh recruits, has undertaken the task 
of changing its tactics from passive 
resistance to a most active counter of- 
fensive. Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg’s personal direction of the opera- 
tions is quite apparent, but it is not 
thought possible by the Russian ob- 
servers that he can mvure than tem- 
porarily check the advance of the Rus- 
sian forces upon Kovel. 

The Austrians, concentrating on the 
roads to Lemberg, are endeavoring te 
hold thelr opponents in the region of 
the Sereth river, a few miles southwost 
of Brody.

TURKS ARE ROUTED 


NEAR SUEZ CANAL 


British Vigorously Pursu- 
ing Fleeing Moslems. 
Over 2,500 Prisoners Are 
Taken, Including Some 
Germans.

London, August 6.—The strong Tur- 
kish force which attacked the British 
at Romani, 22 milea east of the Suez 
canal, on August 4, was defeated and 
put to flight by a counter attack, says 
an Official statement issued today. 

The Turks, adds the statement, are 
being vigorously pursued by the Brit- 
ish, who have taken more than 2,500 
prisoners, including some Germans. 

The official announcement says: 

“The general officer commanding in 
chief in Egypt reports under date of 
11:15 p. m. August 5, the following fur- 
ther details of the fighting In the vi- 
cinity of Romani on August 5: 

“"The enemy. made a frontal attack 
on the British entrenchments, in con- 
junction with a flank attack around 
the southern flank, employing 14,000 
men and heavy howitzers for the opera- 
tion. 

“*The frontal attack was unsuccess- 
ful. Before the flank attack our mount- 
ed troops retired elowly until the en- 
emy became involved itn sand dunes 
late in the evening of the fourth. A 
counter attack was then made by all 
arms, which wac completely successful, 
and at dawn on the 56th the pursuit of 
the retreating enemy was taken up 
with vigor and is being continued at 
the time this report is sent. 

“'The enemy suffered heavy losses. 
By 8 p. m. on August 5 over 2,500 un- 
wounded prisoners, including some 
Germans, four mountain guns and a 
number of machine guns had been cap- 
tured. Our casualties were not heavy. 

“ ‘Australian and New Zealand 
mounted troops displayed steadiness in 
holding the etrong flank attack and an 
energy and initiative worthy of the 
highest praise in the pursuit. Terri- 
torial troops from England have done 
exceedingly well, especially in maneu- 
vering over heavy sand in spite of the 
Breat heat. 

“*Monitors firing from the Bay of 
Tina assisted materially in the opera- 
tions, while the work done by the royal 
flying corps was excellent.’ ”’

“The enemy’s artillery was active 
during the night, shelling various areas 
on and behind the front between the 
Ancre and the Somme. A little further 
progress was made by us at High wood. 

“Northeast of Arras the enemy, ap- 
parently alarmed by one of our patrols, 
opened a heavy bombardment, which 
lasted fourteen minutes. The situation 
is unchanged.”’ 

The official statement from general 
headquarters issued tonight reads: 

“The enemy made two attacks early 
this morning on the ground we had 
gained northwest of Pozieres. In one 
of these attacks, by the use of liquid 
fire he temporarily forced us back along 
one of the trenches we had captured, 
but later we recovered all but some 40 
yards of the ground thus lost.

No Statement Will Be Made

New York, August 6.—Officials of the 
four railroad brotherhoods here to at- 


tend the conference of managers Tues- 
day and inform them of the vote of 
the 400,000 workers in favor of a 
strike on 225 railroads unless their 
demands are granted, decline tonight 
to make any statement that might in- 
dicate their future course. 

Timothy Shea, one of the brother- 
hood leaders who is superintending the 
count of the ballots, said tonight the 
canvass is not yet complete. but that 
the entire vote will he counted before 
Tuesday. 

W. G. Lee, president of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, said he 
would have nostatement to make until 
after the result of the vote had been 
laid before the railroad officials 

Dudley Field Malone, collector of the 
port; Frank P. Walsh; chairman of the 
commission on industrial relations, and 
several officials of tne brotherhoods 
addressed a mass meeting here to- 
night in favor of the eight-hour day. 
The meeting was attended By more 
than 690 chairman of the adjustment 
committees representing workers on all 
the country's railroads. 

Mr. Malone declared the railroad 
operators should realize that ‘stupid 
lack of economic vision in handling 
this problem will.do more to aid agita- 
tion for government ownership of rail- 
roads than anything the advocates of 
government ownership could accom- 
plish.’

With the British Armies in France, 


by August 5.—(Via London, August 6.)— 


* Under a merciless concentration of shell 
fire the Australians are holding on to 
’ their gains today after their advance 
> last night on a front. of two miles. 
' The Germans have already delivered 
sy powerful counter attacks to retake the 
’ lost ground and all have failed. 
In one of the counter attacks the 
Germans came forward, holding up 
their hands. Behind them the British 
| guns had placed eurtains of shell fire 
through which it was impossible for 
-_ them to retreat, while the Australians 
~ machine guns and rifles, mowing them 
down, made it hopeless to continue the 
charge. It was death whichever way 
they went and they surrendered. 
Another Victory Added. 
Their last previous attack having 
been by the right flank, the British 
renewed the offensive by the left flank 


a after a week of bombarding and sap- 


*" ping. Here the task fell to the Aus- 
' tralians, who added another victory to 
» their brilliant record in the taking of 
' Pozieres. In the grilling heat, they 
- had been working in a continual shell 
fire, digging the new trenches in the 
open beyond Pozieres, facing the Ger- 
man second line trenches on the left 
of the break the British already made 
in their previous attack. 

This was one of the remaining posi- 
tions on the high ground which has 
been so bitterly contested by all the 
gun power, cunning and stubbornness 
‘both sides could bring to bear. Upon 
this section of strong field fortifica- 
tions with deep dugouts, the British 
kept up a tornado of shell fire of all 
calibers.

Picturesque Cabs 
Disappear From 
Paris Boulevards 


One-Horse Cabs, the Joy of 
American Tourist, Pass 
Into Oblivion—Butchers 
Buy In Veteran Horses. 


Paris, August 5.—The one-Horse cab, 
a feature of Paris’ streets, seems to 
be doomed. The horse has long held 
out against gasoline, but now the fight 
is nearly over. The clattering, heavi- 
ly laden cab is to go, and the horses 
are passing into the hands of the horse 


meat dealers. 

Yesterday at Levalois-Perret, a Paris 
suburb, an important firm that kept a 
large number of cabs for public serv- 
ice, sold all its stock—horses, car- 
riages and harness. The scarcity of 
hay and oats as well as the high price 
to be paid for them, brought about 
this voluntary lquidation. Another 
large stable of publio cabs announces 
a similar sale in a few days. 

Horse meat butchers bought many of 
the animals so that the sale does not 
mean a transfer of horses from one 
stable to another. The working days 
of these cab horses, at least, are over. 
Theirs is tou be an 1gnominous end. 

The pressure must indeed be great 
to take this step at a time when Paris 
is so crippled for lack of public con- 
veyanees of all kinds. 

At the beginning of the war all of 
the best horses were commandeered 
by the army as Well as all of the taxi- 
busses running’ on the different lines 
in the city. Since then only one line 
the Madeleine-Bastille, has resumed 
service. Neither are taxi-autos plenti- 
ful. What will the Parisian do with- 
out the one-horse cab? 

These open cabs meke their appear- 
ance in the early spring along with the 
fresh green on the trees and are no 
more seen when the-cold autumn rains 
begin to fall. 

The virtues of the open cad are in- 
numerable. First of all they are cheap. 
One can drive quite a distance for a 
trifle like 20 cents, or take a long 
drive through the Bois or park for 60 
or &9 cents, hence they are not a luxu- 
ry confined to the rich; they are with- 
in the means of a clerk’s salary for 
many a pleasure drive. 

Tourists greet them with delight. Cab 
drives are as muecn a feature in their 
city itinerary as the visits to the muse- 
um or historical buildings. For com- 
fort they surpass the auto-taxi, cost 
less and as the drive is necessarily 
slower it gives one a better opportuni- 
ty to see the city. 

A local express does not flourish In 
the capital. Tne open cab usurps its 
place. The amount of baggage— 
trunks, baby carriages, household fur- 
niture and so on—that can be packed 
in these tiny vehicles, is stupendous. 
Its qualities are like the accondion, it 
stretches and stretches as oocasion de- 
mands. Even the folding top serves as 
safe places to tuck things in or it acts 
as a shelf to pile things on.

Washington, August 6.——The new 
farm loan board, charged with organ- 
ization of the federal land bank sys- 
tem providing methods for making 
loans to farmers on first mortgages 
of land, ‘will hold the first meeting to- 
morrow at the treasury department. 
The most important preliminary work 
of the board will be division of the 
country into twelve federal land bank 
districts, with a land bank which will 
furnish the funds for the loans in each 
district. ° 

Forty Cities Want Banks. 

Forty cities already have applied or 
have been recommended for banks. Be- 
fore it reaches any decisions the board 
is expected to travel across the con- 
tinent to hear the views of farmers 
on where banks should be located and 
how district lines should be drawn. It 
is probable this work will take sever- 
al months. 

Cities whtch have applHed or which 
have been recommended for banks in- 
clude Alabama, Birmingham and Mont- 
gomery; Louisiana, New Orleans; Mary- 
land, Baltimore; Mississippi, Columbus; 
Missouri, Springfield and St. Joseph; 
North Carolina, Charlotte; Oklahoma 
Oklahoma City; Tennessee, Memphis, 
Nashville, Knoxville; Texas, Dallas, 
Fort Worth, Houston, Waco, 

Claims of these cities have not been 
considered as yet, but it is probable 
they will be presented in detail dur- 
ing the hearing.

What System Will Do. 

In operation the system to some ex- 
tent will do for the farmer what the 
federal reserve system does for the 
business man. The farmer will be giv- 
en opportunity to secure money on his 
most available commodity, his land, 
just as the merchant and manufacturer 
has been enabled, through the federal 
reserve system, to have his paper, bas- 
ed on commercial transactions, find a 
ready market. 

The new scheme has many points of 
resenmublance to the federal reserve sys- 
tem, Out in many essential features it 
is entirely different. In no way will 
the banks created under it do com- 
mercial Danking, and while it ig pos- 
stole that in years to come they may 
will amount 
to several hundred millions of dol- 
lars, it is not believed probable that 
the system ever will have the resources 
of the reserve system, 

The act provided for a @ivision of 
continental United States into twelve 
land bank districts, with a federal land 
bank in each. The 'work of designating 
these districts and selecting the cen- 
ters at which the loan banks are to 
be located will Be the first important 
duty of the farm loan board and ig ex- 
pected to result in just as many bit- 
ter contests as preceded the announce- 
ment of the lines of the twelve federal 
reserve districts and the location of 
federal reserve banks. The only direc- 
tory provision in the farm loan act says 
that land banks shall be located with 
particular reference to the farm loan 
needs of the country so the board will 
have wide discretion. Many applica- 
tions from cities, particularly in the 
northwest and southwest, already have 
been filed in the treasury, but the board 
will not make public its oonclusions 
until it has traveled over the country 
and held hearings in many states. 

Each federal land Dank must have a 
minimum suidscrived capital of $760,000 
before it can start business. If within 
thirty mon be after books are opened for 
subscriptions to the stock of any of 
these banks individuals or corporations 
have not subscribed that amount the 
secretary of the treasury is directed 
to subscribe for the United States in 
the needed gums. Stock in the banks 
may pay dividends when earned, but 
the United States as a stockholder can

cated. No loan will be made of more 
than $10,000, nor less than $100. In- 
terest will not be charged greater than 
6 per cent. The loan itself will be re- 
duced through an amortization plan 
providing for reduction by annual or 
semi-annual payments on the princi- 
pal. No mortgage shall run for more 
than forty years nor less than five, and 
there are the necessary provisions in 
the law for satisfaction of overdue 
interest or amortization payments. 
The money to be loaned will come 
through the federal land banks, passed 
to the hands of the Nation 0an 
association and to the farmer. The 
capital stock of the land banks will not 
give them much loaning power so con- 
gress increased that power greatly by 
authorizing the banks to issfie farm 
loan bonds and sell them in the open 
market. The act provides that when 
a federal land bank has loaned $50,000 
to farmers it may issue a correspond- 
ing amount of farm loan bonds, and 
that the total that may be issued by 
any one bank on a minimum capital 
of $759,000. is to be twenty times that 
capital. This would give each bank 
$15,000,000 andthe whole system $180,- 
000,000 to loan on first mortgages. 


Farm Loan Bonds. 


Farm loan bonds are to be made at- 
tractive by payment of not more than 
5 per cent interest and a provision 
that they shall be exempt from federal, 
state or municipal taxation. They are 
made legal investments for trust funds.

ATLANTA’S FREIGHT BUREAU. 

Few, if any, bodies working within spe- 
cific have done much efficient 
constructive work for the business inter: 
ests of the city as has the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau; and in its present effort to extend 
its scope and increase its ability for service, 
it is entitled to and should receive the cor 
dial support of every merchant and busi. 
ness man in Atlanta. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been saved to the shippers and consumers 
of Atlanta through the freight bureau's 
well-directed activities in securing equitable 
freight rates in common territory and in the 
removal of unfair discriminations against 
the shippers of this community. In addi- 
tion to the extensive saving effected, mate- 
ria] assistance has been rendered to mem- 
bers and others in connection with the col- 
lection of claims and numerous other trans- 
portation problems. 

The freight bureau is just now engaged 
in what is perhaps the most important tight 
in its history. It is fighting before the in- 
terstate commerce commission for a revi- 
sion of its order increasing interstate rates, 
and it is strenuously opposing before the 
railroad commission of Georgia the effort of 
the railroads within the state to secure ex- 
traordinary increases in rates on almost all 
classes of traffic, particularly those which 
affect most the Georgia farmer, the Georgia 
manufacturer and the Georgia jobber. 

Both of these cases are being pressed 
with all of the vigor and energy the organ- 
ization, through a determined and enthusi- 
astic membership, can put into them. To 
do this work as well as take care of other 
situations which are already developing, the 
freight bureau must have the full and un- 
stinted support of Atianta’s shippers and 
business men. That other pressing work is 
to follow is apparent from the following 
statement from the following letter the 
freight bureau has addressed to Atlanta 
business men: 


In addition to the two cases previous- 
ly explained, the railroads are now work- 
ing day and night preparing a new ad- 
justment of interstate rates on traffic 
moving out of Atlanta to points through- 
out the southeast, and immediately upon 
completion of this adjustment they will 
put the same into effect, unless prevent- 
ed by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. This n&w adjustment will deter- 
mine Atlanta’b future as the distributin 
center of this great territory. It wil 
either make or break Atlanta's power 
as a commercial and industrial center. 
Whatever adjustment is finally deter- 
mined will stand for twenty years.

In all the good work it has done, and in 
all that it is doing and planning to do, every 
Atlanta shipper is materially benefited, 
whether he is a member of the freight 
bureau or not. And it is a remarkable show- 
ing that in all of its fourteen years of ex- 
istence, this organization has never lost a 
member except by death. 

In all fairness and justice, the business 
men and interests who enjoy the benefits 
of the bureau’s activities should gladly and 
willingly contribute in the small proportion 
that is required in order to extend and 
strengthen its good work. 

These Atlanta business men, shippers, 
who have not heretofore seen fit to become 
members of the organization, are now asked 
to join, to come into it upon the same basis 
as other members. 

In view of the material advantages which 
bave already accrued to them through the 
tremendous saving in freight rates, as well 
as others that are to follow, it is as little 
as they can do. 

Every shipper in Atlanta should be a sus- 
taining member of the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau. 


FOR THE SANITARIUM. 


President John T. Brantley, of the board 
of trustees of the state sanitarium, is correct 
in his statement that this institution should 
have every cent of the $300,000 asked for the 


relief of congestion and the building for ‘ 


better care of the rapidly-increasing number 
of patients who are sent to it, representing 
every Georgia county. 

The house appropriations committee has 
cut the sum to $200,000, barely enough to 
provide quarters for the surplus patients 
now in the institution. The sanitarium is 
now accommodating 900 more patients than 
its ordinary capacity; the appropriation ap- 


proved by the committee will provide build- 
ings to take care of 800, leaving still an ex- 
cess over capacity and making no provision 
whatever for the future, notwithstanding the 
number of patients is growing larger every 
year. 

The reason why the committee cut the 
appropriation is very clear, It was because 
of treasury conditions which offer no prom- 
ise of providing payment, even when appro- 
priations are made. And yet there is a 
pending proposal to repeal the income tax 
bill which, if carried out, will still further 
deplete the treasury to the extent of half a 
million dollars every year! 

With institutions like the sanitarium, the 
state’s greatest charity, where there are 
cared for Georgia’s helpless wards, crying 
aloud for bare support, such a proposal, in 
the absence of something better to take its 
place, is absolutely inconceivable. 

We do not know where the $300,000 which 
the sanitarium imperatively needs is to come 
from, but it is an unquestioned legislative 
duty to find it, or the sanitarium must soon 
close its doors to further patients while 
each county provides for them as best it is 
able. 

Whatever steps are necessary to provide 
this fund should by all means be taken, even 
to putting before the people a constitutional 
amendment for a bond issue, as The Consti- 
tution has already suggested, and as Presi- 
dent Brantley approves in his recent state- 
ment. 

This money should and must be raised 
by whatever legitimate steps are necessary, 
and Georgia relieved from the stigma which 
inattention to and criminal overcrowding of 
her helpless insane has put upon her. 


FOR BETTER EDUCATION. 


Answering the worn and _ threadbare 
argument that the negro stands in the way 
of compulsory education, William J. Lowen- 
stein, chairman of the committee on educa- 
tion of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
points out that Georgia is one of only two 
states that have not yet enacted a compul- 
sory law, shows that the states which have 
adopted a local option compulsory system 
have found it a failure, and says: 


Is it wise or expedient to permit thou- 
sands of white boys and girls to grow 
up in ignorance, lest in forcing them into 
school the aspirations of the negro child 
should be awakened? Shall the white 
man remain ignorant in order to encour- 
age or compel the negro to remain ig- 
norant? Anyone who opposes compul- 
sory attendance from a fear of putting 
the negro into school must be ill in- 
formed as to the actual situation. The 
negro child needs no compulsory law to 
put him into school. He ts already there 
wherever and whenever possible. 


Chairman Lowenstein is right, and, 
moreover, there is the further consideration 
that whatever the white man does for the 
negro in the matters of sanitation and edu- 
cation he does for himself. 

In his statement of the general needs of 
the schools of Atlanta and the state, Chair- 
man Lowenstein takes practically the same 
position as has The Constitution in urging 
upon the general assembly the enactment 
of an effective compulsory education law or 
none at all. There is no hope nor efficiency 
in a makeshift such as locai option compul- 
sion, or anything else short of an absolute 
requirement that all children between cer- 
tain ages shall be required to attend school 
for a certain period every tweive months, 

While the chamber of commerce com- 
mittee, under Mr. Lowenstein’s chairman: 
ship, is devoting itself particularly to the 
upbuilding and development of Atlanta's 
schools, it is at the same time interested in 
the elimination of illiteracy throughout the 
state. It is, therefore, dealing with general 
principles of wide application, as well as 
with those which concern local conditions. 

If Atlanta, with all of its educational 
facilities, needs and is ready for real com- 
pulsory education, certainly there is reason 
to believe the state throughout its length 
and breadth would be benefited by such a 
requirement. 

The experience of forty-six other states 
which have tried it should remove all doubt 
upon the subject. 


GOOD BOY SCOUT WORK. 


Boy Scout home campaigns, in whatever 


beneficial interest they are organized, are 
invariably campaigns of results. They 
never fail to measure up to high standards, 
and often exceed what is expected of them. 
The following account of recent work by 
them, from The Kansas City Star, illustrates 
the thoroughness and expedition with 
whieh everything entrusted to them is 
done: 


When Hartford, Conn., had its “clean- 
up’ campaign it called on the Boy Scouts 
for help. They are admirably organized 
and were full of enthusiasm. his is 
what they did: They inspected 15.000 
yards, reported 3,600 instances of insan- 
itary or dangerous conditions, and deliv- 
ered 54,000 letters to householders—a]] 
in three hours and a half.

Newspapers of State Urge 
No Tax on Endowments 


The tax on college endowments, which 
has been a hindrance to the cause of higher 
education in Georgia since 1877, will be re- 
moved if a bill for that purpose now before 
the house becomes a law. The most influ- 
ential newspapers of the state are urging 
the movement, and below we publish a few 
excerpts from editorials on the subject: 

Give Our Children a Square Deal. 
(From Wiregrass Farmer and Stockman, 
Ashburn, Ga.) 

We favor the exemption of college en- 
dowments from taxation and trust the mem- 
bers of the present general assembly will see 
to it that this stigma is speedily removed. 
The endowments, if such there be, for Rom- 
an Catholic and negro schools gre held out- 
side the state and are exempt from taxation, 
while the endowments for Protestant white 
youths are held within the state, are taxed, 
and a portion of that very tax paid into the 
treasury of the negro school in Savannah. 
For the life of us we cannot see how the 
exemption from taxation of college endow- 
ments is to materially affect either the Rom- 
an Catholic church or colleges for negroes 
within the state. 


Righting a Wrong That Has Existed Too 
Long. 
(From Newnan Herald.) 

The bill to exempt the endowments of 
church schools and colleges from taxation, 
which passed the senate the other day and 
is now before the house, should become a 
law. The federal government refuses to tax 
property of this character, either directly 
or indirectly, and in so doing has set an ex- 
ample of liberality in dealing with our in- 
stitutions of learning that all the states 
have followed, with the exception of our 
own state and Florida. Georgia cannot af- 
ford to be backward in righting a wrong that 
has existed too long already.

Highway Commission. 


Editor Constitution: In reading your 
splendid ed@jtorial in today’s Constitution 
relative to the creation of a state highway 
commission in Georgia, as a distinct and sep- 
arate department of state, and net under the 
jurisdiction of the prison commission, we 
heartily indorse everything you have said 
and respectfully urge that the law makers 
in the senate correct the mistake of the 
house in order that Georgia may be entitled 
to the $2,000,000 appropriation made by con- 
gress for the development of rural route 
roads. 

At the annual convention of the National 
Rural Letter Carriers’ association at Wash- 
ington, D. C., Congressman T. J. Shackleford, 
co-author of the present national good roads 
bill, urged the rural carriers to support the 
bill that is now a law, in order that the ru- 
ral routes could have better roads than they 
now enjoy. 

Through the constitution of the United 
States congress was empowered to establish 
and maintain postoffices and post roads. As 
rural routes are post roads, congress has 
at last sought to provide something for the 
maintenance of these post roads. This ap- 
Propriation, just enacted into law, is but a 
beginning and greater appropriations are to 
follow in the future. 

For the proper handling of these funds 
congress distributes this money through the 
states which have recognized state highway 
commissions. Those states not having these 
State highway commissions will not be en- 
titled to the funds, because congress wants 
the money handled to the best possible pur- 
pose that will aid in the improvement of 
post roads. 

The prison commission, while handling 
the convicts in the state, is hindered with 
the duties of the care of prisoners, petitions 
for clemency and attae prison institutions, 
therefore their duties are such as to prevent 
the devotion of their entire time towards 
solving the road problem of the state, which 
is one of the greatest and most expensive 
undertakings in this state. 


A Political Department. 

Besides, the prison commission is a po- 
litical department of state, and whose tenure 
in office depends upon their popularity with 
the voters. Whereas a state highway com- 
mission is composed of non-political bodies 
whose tenure in office is based upon their 
competency and actual service performed. 

By the time the prison commissioners 
were becoming proficient in handling satis- 
factorily the road problems of the state, a 
change in politics would change the men at 
the head of the prison department, but would 
not affect a state highway commission, 
which would be non-political and non-parti- 
san. 
Therefore a competent highway commis- 
Sion would continue men in office who were 
experienced and whose tenure of office was 
solely dependent upon their efficiency, and 
xood roads wouid not depend’ upon political 
pull and log-rolling. 

Why rural carriers and rural route pa- 
trons should be so interested in the pas- 
Sage Of a state highway commission bill and 
should be given consideration by our law- 
makers of the state may be seen from the 
following: 

Georgia has 1,600 rural routes, traversing 
a distance of 40,000 miles, daily serving ap- 
proximately 160,000 heads of families, or 800,- 
090 rural population. One-half of the roads 
of the state are traveled daily by rural] car- 
riers. 

Only a small percentage of the road mile- 
age traveled by rural carriers is upon first- 
class roads, while a very large percentage 
is Over roads in very poor condition, mak- 
ing travel very difficult and expensive, while 
some of these roads are not even public roads, 
and never worked by county authorities. 

Georgia Needs Every Dollar. 

We believe that our state law-makers who 
are in sympathy with the rural population 
of the state will not let this federal appropri- 
ation pass by, when our state needs every 
dollar it can get for road purposes, es- 
pecially when a state highway commission, 
as suggested by our federal road authorities, 
would prove more enduring and more effi- 
cient because of their longer tenure in of- 
fice, and the experience of road builders of 
recognized ability and efficiency. 

We trust that rural carriers and rural pa- 
trons will urge their senators and represen- 
tatives to support a regular state highway 
commission, and not a measure of so great 
importance and financial value, to be made 
an appendage to the office of the prison 
commission. 

If the majority of the states in the Union 
have separate and distinct road building de- 
partments of state known as a state high- 
way commission, why should not Georgia, 
the largest state east of the Mississippi, be 


so favored?

PENDING MILITARY BILL NECESSARY 
TO GET FEDERAL AID, SAYS NASH 


- 


Pollowing the recent attack made upon 
the adjutant general by Representative Ar- 
nold, of Clay, on the fioor of the house in 
connection with the pending military bill, 
which, among other things, would increase 
the pay of the adjutant general $50 per 
month, Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash 
has issued a second statement setting forth 
that it is absolutely essential that this, or 
some similar bill, be passed at this session 
of the legislature in order that the Geor- 
gia militia may not be cut off, in whole or 
in part, from federal! aid. 

General Nash further states that there 
seems to be two principal objections to the 
pending bill; one, a change in the wording 
of the old law making the tenure of office 
of the adjutant general continuous during 
the pleasure of the governor, like similar 
laws existing in other states, and, the other, 
@ provision to increase the pay of the ad- 
jutant general $50 per month. 

Not Sponsor for Suggestions. 

General Nash states that he is not spon- 
sor for either of these suggestions, but that 
they are the recommendations of members 
of the advisory board of the military depart- 
ment which had in hand the drawing ofr the 
pending bill, and that, in so far as he is 
personally concerned,’either or both of these 
provisions may be stricken as the general 
assembly sees fit. 

General Nash stresses the importance of 
the passage of the bill in order that the 
military laws of the state may be recodified 
in order to conform with the federal act 
supplying financial aid to the state militia, 
and cites the additional federal provision 
that such compliance with the federal act 
must be had at this session of the legisia- 
ture, 

General Nash also makes the charge that 
the bill of the advisory board, which was a 
substitute for an original bill, was, upon 
motion of Representative Arnold, placed upon 
the calendar as a substitute fdr tne original 
before the advisory board substitute was in 
&@ completed form and that many more ad- 
ditional ainendments are necessary to put 
the pending bill in shape for passage in or- 
der that it may achieve the object tor which 
it Was Originally designed. 

General Nash’s Statement. 

The following is General Nash's state- 

ment: 


“Editor Constitution: As my attitude con- 
cerning all matters Drought before tne leg- 
islature has ween of an official nature and 
in the discharge of my duty only, I cannot 
allow at this time personalities or the per- 
sonal animosity of anyone to divert or deter 
me in the discharge or my obligations to the 
national guard of this state. 

“If Representative Arnold or his corterie 
of friends had realjly desired any correct in- 
formation concerning tne military depart- 
ment or its management, they could have 
readily obtained all of the information de- 
sired by applying directly to the head of the 
military department. However, it seems 
their purpose would be better served by bil- 
lingsegate and personal abuse, for, without 
any foundation in fact, through Representa- 
tive Arnold, a personal attack upon the adju- 
tant general was made on the floor of the 
house. Now, if Mr. Arnold, or any of the 
other persons associated with him, desire 
to make a personal issue, I stand ready to 
accommodate any and every one of them at 
their pleasure at a later date to suit their 
convenience; but at the present time I owe 
a greater duty to the troops in the field. 

“To the public and to members of the leg- 
islature who desire to know the facts in the 
case the following is written: 

“Ever since my appointment as adjutant 
general my best efforts have been devoted to 
the development of the national guard into 
a reliable and efficient force for the public 
defense; that I have been in a measure suc- 
cessful, as expressed by a majority of the 
officers of the national guard, is indeed a 
gratification to me; and that they recom- 
mended an increase in my salary was an 
appreciated compliment. They are now in 
the field in the service of their country, and 
to me, their representative, they look for 
the protection of their interests and the 
property left ‘behind at home stations. The 
passage of the bill to recodify the state mil- 
itary laws to conform to the new federal re- 
quirements is vitally essential to their in- 
terests and they are certainly due this con- 
sideration by their state. 


Defense Act Previsions. 


“Sections 110 and 116 of the national de- 
fense act, referred to above, read as follows: 
Sec. 110, in substance and in part: ‘A state 
is given sixty days after adjournment of the 
next session of the legislature held after the 
approval of the act to provide by law that 
staff officers shall hold their commissions 
until reaching the age of sixty-four years, 
etc.’ ; 

“Sec. 136. Whenever any state shall, 
within a limit of time to be fixed by the pres- 
ident. have failed or refused to comply with 
or enforce any requirements of this act or 
any regulation promulgated thereunder and 
in aid thereof by the president or the sec- 
retary of war, the national guard of such 
state shall be debarred wholly, or in part 
as the president may direct, from receiving 
from the United States any pecuniary or 
other aid, benefit or privilege authorized or 
provided by this act or any other law.’ 

“From the above the importance of the 
passage of this bill at this session can read- 
ily be seen. 

“When I first assumed the duties of ad- 
jutant general my attention was called to 
the woeful confusion in the military laws 
of the state. Some were obsolete and con- 
flicting with the federal requirements, oth- 
ers so narrow as to be inoperative. In fact, 
they had not been recodified since 1905, and 
needed modernizing and revising very badly. 
To correct this condition I appointed a board 
of officers, all of whom were lawyers by 
profession, under the following order:

All this has been abolished by the 
new law, which contains the following, 
among other provisions: 

The interstate commerce commission is 
hereby empowered and directed as soon as 
practicable to fix and determine from time to 
time the fair and reasonable rates and com- 
pensation for the transportation of mail mat- 
ter by railway common carriers and the serv- 
ice =6©connecfed = therewith, prescribing the 
method or methods by weight, or Space, or 
both, or otherwise, for ascertaining such rate 
or compensation, and to publish the same 
and orders so made and published shall con- 
tinue In force until changed by the commis- 
Sion after due notice and hearing. 

After prescribing in detail the procedure 
for hearings by the commission between the 
various railroad companies and the postoffice 
department, the law then provides: 

At the conclusion or the hearing the com- 
mission shall establish by order a fair rea- 
sonable rate or compensation to be received 
at such Stated times as may be named in 
the order, for the transportation of mail mat- 
ter and the service connected therewith, and 
during the contiguance of the order the post- 
master general shall pay the carrier from the 
appropriation herein made, such rate or cam- 
pensation. 

Either the postmaster general or any such 
carrier may at any time after the lapse of six 
months from the entry of the order assailed 
apply for a re-€Xamination, and thereupon 
substantially Similar proceedings shall be had 
with respect to the rate or rates for service

For the purpose of this section the inter- 
state commerce commission is hereby vested 
with all the powers it is now authorized by 
law to exercise in the investigation and 
ascertainment of the justness and reason- 
ableness of freight, passenger and express 
rates to be paid by private shippers.

Pending the decision of the interstate 
commerce commission, as hereinafter pro- 
vided for, the existing method and rates of 
railway mail shall remain in effect. 

It then provides that “in order to prop- 
erly present to the commission” the question 
referred to, the commission itself may ap-. 
prove of certain tests or experiments being 


systems, for the purpose of furnishing in- 
formation to the commission regarding the 
best methods, whether of “weight, or space, 
or otherwise,’ that it should adope 
commission may finally decide upon the 
partnership plan for division of the earnings, 
such as is now universal between the rail- 
roads and express companies, and as has been 
in force for many years upon English rail- 
roads in fixing their pay for carrying parcel 
post. In England a railroad company re- 
ceives 55 per cent of the postage receipts of 
the government as its compensation for th 
transportation of parcel post matter. 
express companies in this country pay the 
railroads from 40 to 60 per cent of their re- 
cebpts upon each road for its compensation 
for the service rendered to them. 

From the foregoing it will be seen what 
a revolution has, by the Cummins amend- 
ment, been accomplished regarding the transg- 
portation of the mails over the railroads of 
the country. , 

The outstanding fact is that the subject 
has been taken out of politics and confided 
to the exclusive control of the commission, 
its jurisdiction being as complete as it now 
exercises over express business and rates. 

This is a logical position, because, with 
the enormous growth in parcel post, the 
government is now engaged in active compe- 
tition with the railroads over their own roads 
in the carriage of ali freight that can be put 
up into fifty-pound packages, ana before the 
passage of this law the shipper, that is, the 
government, fixed the rates upon its own 
shipments.

The railroads within the last few 
years have entirely reversed their tac- 
tics and attitude toward national reg- 
ulation. <As a relief from forty-nine 
conflicting regulatory bodies, they now 
believe their salvation lies in such com- 
plete control by the interstate com- 
merce commission as the treasury de- 
partment now exercises over national 
banks. 

Railroads are a great public utility, 
absolutely essential to the conduct of 
the nation’s business. The government 
which regulates national banks so that 
stockholders make good profits may 
also undertake that far-reaching and 
exclusive control of railroads which 
will inspire implicit public confidence 
in railroad securities and insure ade- 
quate capital for railroad extensions 
and improvements. 

President Wilson's Views. 

President Wilson recently wrote: 
“The interest of the producer, the ship- 
per, the merchant, the investor, the 
financier and the whole public in ~ 
proper maintenance and complete eff™® 
ciency of the railways is too mani-| 
fest. They are indispensable to our 
whcle economic life, and railway se- 
curlities are at the very heart of most 
investments, large and small, public 
and private, by individuals and by in- 
stitutions.” 

The capital needed for new railroad 
eonstruction is withheld when inves- 
tors are not convinced of a reason- 
ably certain returng®n their invest- 
ments. The alt atives which rail- 
road interests resee are increased re- 
turns for railway service, or outright 
government ownership. Even more ab- 
solute and exclusive national regula- 
tion will not accomplish the desired 
results unless a different spirit con- 
trols the regulating commission than 
that Which has held the country during 
recent years. The railway interests 
hope for a complete change of heart 
On the part of the public. 

In his address to congress 
opening of the present session, 
dent Wilson said: 

“The transportation problem an 
exceedingiy serious and pressing one 
in this country.

Grays Still Hold Conservative 
Wins Mark. 


Although the White Sox, the Giants 
and the Washingtons have all taken a 
shot at it, the record of twenty con- 
secutive victories set up-by the Prov- 
idenee club of the National league in 
1884 still stands as the high mark in 
the major circuits. It was thirty-two 
vehrs ago today, on August 7, 1884, that 
Providenoe started the greatest of win- 
ning streaks with a 4 to 2 victory over 
New York. Charley Radbourne twirl- 
ed for Providence in that game, and he 
was the pitcher in eighteen of the twen- 
ty contests, establishing for himself a 
record of consecutive victories since 
surpassed only by Tim Keefe and 
equalled only by Rube Marquard. Of 
the twenty triumphs, four each were 
gained over Boston, Cleveland, Detroit 
and Chicago, two over Buffalo and one 
each over New York and Philadelphia. 

The Providence club of 1884 was man- 
aged by the veteran, Frank: Bancroft, 
now business manager of the Cincin- 
nati club. The Grays not only cap- 
tured the National league flag that 
year, but they won tie first world’s 
championship by taking three straight 
games from the New York Metropoli- 
tans, of the American association. The 
great Radbourne pitched seventy-two 
games for the Gravs that vear, while 
Sweeney twirled in twenty-four con- 
tests. These two men made up the 
pitching staff of the first world’s cham- 
pions. Gilligan and Nava were behind 
the bat. In the infield Joe Start cov- 
ered first, John Farrell played second, 
Jerry Denny was at third, and Arthur 
Irwin was shortstop. The outfield force 
was made up of Paul Hines in center, 
Cliff Carroll in left field and Paul Rad- 
ford in the right garden. 

Providence vanished from the big 
show more than thirty years ago, and 
big league ball has become only a mem- 
ory treasured bv the venerable fans 
of the Rhode Island metropolis. The 
record hung up by the Grays of '84 
has gained a lasting place in the eter- 
nal dope, and the prospects for its be- 
ing surpassed in the major leagues are 
exceedingly remote.

“First. For the salaries of teachers, 
and directors of agriculture.

“Third. For the training of teach- 
ers of agricultural, trade and indus- 
trial, and home economic subjects. 

“Fourth. For the work of the fed- 
eral board for vocational education. 
The funds are to be used by the federal 
board for vocational education to ad- 
minister the grants to: the states and 
to furnish information and give stimu- 
lus to vocational education.

| “Ee provides that for the purpose of 
co-operating with the states in pre- 
paring teachers, supervisors, and direc- 
tors of agricultural subjects, trades 
and industrial, and home economic 
subjects the allotment of funds to any 
state shall not be less than a minimum 
of $5,000 for any fiscal year prior to 
the fiscal year anding June 80, 1919, 
nor less than $10,000 for any fiscal 
year thereafter.

Prorated te States. 


“The fund appropriated for salaries 
of teachers, supervisors and directors 
of agriculture is to be prorated to the 
States aecording to rural population. 

“The fund appropriated toward the 
salaries of teachers of trade and in- 
dustrial subjects is to be prorated 
among the states according to urban 
population. 

“The fund appropriated for the 
training of teachers is to be prorated 
according to population. 

“Phe states, through their legisla- 
tive authorities, must formally accept 
the conditions of this act. The states 
must respectively create or designate 
state boards with whom the national 
board will deal. 

“The state boards are to formulate 
plans for the administration of the 
grants in conformity with the provi- 
sions of the féderal statute. These 
plans, however, are to be submitted to 
the federal] board for approval. 

“For each dollar paid from the fed- 
eral grant allotted to any state, the 
state or local community, or both, shall 
spend an equal amount for the same 
purpose, and shall in addition meet all 
costs of plant, equipment, or mainte- 
nance,*including the salaries of teach- 
ers necessary to complete well-round- 
ed courses of instruction. 

“The bill limits the schools which 
are to receive aid in part from the na- 
tional government to schools support- 
ed and controlled by the public. 

Less Than College Grade. 

“The education given in the schools 
is to be of less than college grade. 
They must be designed to prepare boys 
and girls over 14 years of age for uése- 
ful and profitable employment in agri- 
culture, and in the trades and indus- 
tries. 

“Three 
templated: 

“Kirst. To aid schools in which prac- 
tically half the time is given to vo- 
cational instruction. 

“Second. Part-time schools for young 
workers over 14 years of age, with a 
view of extending their vocational 
knowledge, and extending the voca- 
tional intelligence of the pupils. 

‘Third. Evening schools to extend 
the vocational knowledge for mature 
workers over 16 years of age. 

“The amendm which I have pro- 
posed designatin specialist in voca- 
tional education to be general director 
of all the vocational work, with a sal- 
ary of $7,500, was intended to fix in the 
minds of the board the fact that the 

erson in charge of the work should 

e a man who has broad and exact 
knowledge of vocational education. 

“The lists of specialists in each di- 
vision should include both educators 
and those who have special knowledge 
of the several subjects.”

‘the company’s earnings are increased 
enough to justify the advance. 
| The increase in wages for the men 
|}and women in the train service wil] 
/amount to 3% cents an hour at the end 
of three years. For the employees of 
jthe shop, maintenance of way, power 
and miscellaneous departments 
a wage readjustment goes into effect 
| which brings the wages to the stand- 
jard paid to employees of private con- 
cerns. 

More specifically, the arrangement is 
; that if the company receives some form 
,of relief from its present financial dif- 
ficulties so that it is enabled to pay 
its former standard dividend of 6 per 
| cent for either of the two fiscal years 
j ending June 30, 1918, or June 30, 1919, 
(then an additional] advance in wages of 
'% cent per hour during the last year 
|of the agreement is to be granted to 
,all employees affected by the present 
j agreement. Nearly 10,000 employees are 
j}included in the settlement. By the 
;terms of this new wage agreement 
which has just been made between the 
Boston Elevated railway and its em- 
ployees, there is, perhaps for the first 
time in such a settlement, a definite 
recognition of the street railway com- 
pany’s financial condition and necesst- 
ties.

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STEAMSHIP RE D'ITALIA 


Liner Used Guns and the Cap- 
tain Says One Submarine 
Was Hit. 


New York, August 6.—-The Italian 
steamship Re d'Italia with three Amer- 
ican passengers on ‘board, from Ge- 
noa, Italy, was chased for seven hours 
by three submarines while in the Med- 
iterranean, and was saved from capture 
or destruction by use of defense guns 
mounted aft, according to the report of 
her master, Captain Amedeo. Pincetl, 
on the arrival of the ship here today. 
The captain said he believed one of the 
submarines was hit by a shell. 

No shots were fired at the Re <’Ital- 
ia, Captain Pinceti said, and all he 
saw of the submarines ‘were the peri- 
scopes. They were discovered by the 
lookout at 9:30 a. m. on July 23, when 
the vessel was about 200 miles from 
Genoa, midway between the Balearis 
islands and the Island of Corsica. They 
were then one and one-half miles dead 
astern. 

Captain Pinceti ordered the speed of 
his ship increased to her full eapaci- 
ty, about 12 knots an hour. Then he 
summoned the crew of naval gunners 


on board. 
“Aout 9:45 a. m. the submarines 


wore slightly abeam on the starboard 
quarter, traveling in a line,” Captain

Pinceti said., “Seeing that they were 
chasing us, I ordered the gunners to 
open fire. The third shot, I believe, 
took effect. 

“From that time on only two peri- 
scopes were to be seen. 

“The chase continued until 4:30 that 
afternoon, the ‘boats not getting any 
closer to us nor showing themaelves. 
We kept on firing at them, in all fif- 
teen shots, from our two 38-inch naval 
guns. After our third shot the sub- 
marines evidently tried to get in a po- 
sition to launch a torpedo, but were 
no doubt afraid to come to 
face to get better speed because of our 
guns. No flaw was seen and there was 
no way to determine their nationality, 
but their'wake as seen through glasses 
indicated that they were big’ ones.” 

The Re d'Italia is a vessel of 6,237 
tons, owned by the Italian Lloyd Sa- 
baudo. Prior to the war she was en- 
gaged in the passenger and, freight 
trade ‘between New ‘York and Italian 
ports, but for several months has been 
engaged in handling freight only.

At Beginning of War Only 

Three Munitions Fattories 
to Supply English Army. 
Now Factories Are to Be 
Found on Every Side. 


ee 
-London, Aug. 5.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—-When the Brit- 
ish forces in France began their great 
offensive bombardment on June 27 and 
for days hurled into the German lines 
such an avalanche of steel and lead as 
the world had: never known before, 
even the people of England expressed 
wonder that it should have been pos- 
sible to assemble so vast a store of mu- 
nitions. The story of how these sup- 


plies were created constitutes one of 
the most important chapters in the 
history of British achievement during 


the war. ; 

At the outbreak of hostilities two 
years ago there were only three im- 
portant government munitions factories 
in the British Isles. Today some four 
thousand government-controlled firms, 
employing more than 2,000,000 workers, 
@re turning out virtually all of the 
tremendous amount of war materials 
which have gone to equip the five mil- 
lion British soldiers in the field. 

Werk of Lloyd-George. 


The oreanization of this great in- 
dustry has been accomplished in a lit- 
tle more than one year by the ministry 
of munitions, which was established in 
May, 1915, under the leadership of Da- 
vid Lioyd-George. in that time every 
available resGurce of the country has 
been built for the production of muni- 
tions. Some idea of the scale upon 
which this organization has been car- 
ried out may be gathered from the 
statement that the largest of the new 
Plants covers-an area nine miles long 
and from three to four miles wide, 

A staff of 5,000 people has been re- 
quired to supervise the work. At the 
head of this staff and responsible only 
to the minister of munitions, has been 
@ man whose organizing ability has 
been accorded widespread recognition. 
He is Dr. Christopher Addison, inter- 
nationally Known for his medical re- 
search work. For some years he has 
devoted his attention to politics, and 
besides holding a seat in the house of 
commons had been parliamentary sec- 
retary to the board of education before 
entering on his present duties as par- 
liamentary secretary to the ministry 
of munitions. Every detail of the mu- 
nitions production is known to Dr. Ad- 
dison, and during an interview with a 
representative of the Associated Press 
he told as much of the story of the 
creation of this industry as could be 
made public at this time. 

At the outset he disposed of the 
statement which has been made in 
America to the effect that if it were 
not for the munitions furnished by the 
United States Great Britain would have 
to quit the war. 

“T have heard that statement made,” 
said Dr. Addison, ‘‘and it is preposter- 
ous, of course. The United States hag 
furnished and is furnishing many raw 
materials which we are anxious to get 
for the manufacture of munitions, but 
so far as the actual production of shells 
gZoes, America has provided us with 
only a very small percentage of those 
which we have used.” 

Manufacture of Munitions. 


Turning to the manufacture of muni- 
tions in this country, he continued: 

“At the beginning of the war there 
were only three important munitions

addition there were a number of large 
private munitions and armament firms. 
At the start reliance was placed main- 
ly in these national factories and ex- 
perienced firms, and at that time they 
were full of orders. 

“In the early stages of the conflict 
more attention was paid to field guns 
and their equipment than to heavy 
guns, 
quirements 
creased. In Eigse ry oho 
inventor of a 
chinery fn the country and it was evi- 
dent that it was entirely inadequate 
to meet the demands. There were, 
however, a great many private firms 
which could be brought in to make 
munitions and it was decided to mobDil- 
ize them for national service. In or- 
der to do this we created an organiza- 
tion embracing the entire country. The 
country was divided into districts in 
each of which a working board of 
management was set up. y means of 
this scheme of local organization thou- 
sands of firms have been brought in, 
many of which had never seen a shell 
body, or a fuse, or a grenade, or a 
bomb, before, much less than 
them. Now munition-making in some 
form or other has extended well nigh 
to every considerable town-—indeed to 
large numbers of villages. 

“An earnest desire to help, an 
adaptability and eagerness to learn, 
have brought into munition-making 
the most remarkable assortment im- 
aginable of shops and factories. In 
one era alone shell bodies or the 
components of shells are ‘being made 
not only by engineering works, but 
in confectionary works, by a music- 
roll manufacturer, by an infants’ food 
maker, by a candle maker, by a flour 
miller, by a tobacco merchant, by an 
advertising agent, in several breweries, 
by some jobmasters, by a glazier, by 
syphon manufacturers an SO on. 
Shells and geod shells have been turn- 
ed out by machines and methods which 
would be horrifying to the apostles ot 
orthodoxy. 

Aggregate Is Huge. 

‘What all this amounts to in the 
aggregate you can form some con- 
ception of when I tell you that a cal- 
culation made three weeks ago showed 
that there were being turned out 
weekly by firms who a year ago had 
not been engaged in munition work 
sixteen times as many heavy shells as 
were being produced a year ago by all 
the national plants and private arma- 
ment firms put together. Of course, 
the big armament firms. have been 
greatly extended since then and that 
figure does not apply to their present 
output. 

“Numbers of manufactures who have 
hitherto been engaged in producing 
quite different goods have sacrificed 
their business and good-will in order 
to take up the manufacture of muni- 
tions. They have done it for the ask- 
ing and ungrudgingly. Many of them 
will find themselves at the end of the 
war with a great part of their good- 
will jeopardized or lost. 

“Coincidently with this program of 
bringing in private firms it became 
evident that even with their help the 
output would still be insufficient, go 
the ministry of munitions proceeded to 
provide a large number of ‘single pur- 
pose” factories, that 1s, plants where 
the work could be speciatized. Skilled 
engineers divided the work up into a 
number of repetition operations such 
as could be done with a few weeks’ 
training by women or unskilled labor. 
There are now tn the country tifty-

“Just as the output of shells, shel]l- 
bodies, ete., had to be augmented, so 
we had similarly to provide explosives 
and filling faetories. As a result of 
this, apart from the enormous exten- 
sions of existing factories, nineteen 
special explosive works have been pro- 
vided. Similarly there had to be built 
fourteen filling factories, each 
which has been provided since 
August. Altogether there are 
ninety national factories which 
been equipped with machinery and 
most cases built 
at ps 

We can now produce in less th: 
month as many of the ite ence 
as could have been turned out in the 
whole year of 1914-15. In less than a 
fortnight we can make more heavy 
shells than we could have done in the 
year 1914-15. We can now turn out in 
a week far more shells, filled and 
complete, than were used in the whole 
battle of Loos, which extended over 
a fortnight, and they had been BAY - 
ing ammunition for that battle fur a 
month. We could have a battle of Loos 
every week now, and it wouldn't touch 
the shell reserve stock. 


Manufacturers of Guns. 


“The manufacture of guns, which aid 
not lend itself to the process of eub- 
division like ammunition, has had to 
be concentrated largely in the hands 
of experienced firms, but now factories 
under the direction of these firms have 
been made for ‘single purpose’ work. 

“Regarding our present capacity for 
Eun production as compared with the 
capacity in June, 1914, before the war 
we are now making in the case of the 
lightest guns over ten times what we 
in the case of medium- 


in 
during the last twelve 


the case of heavy guns inore than fifty 
times. 

“The production of trench warfare 
supplies has meant the creation of an 
industry of which there was practical- 
ly no experience in this country. Now 
grenades are being made in back yards 
and in all sorts of small shops as wel] 
as in big factories, and hundreds of 
thousands are being produced weekly. 
In the early days of the war, the trench 
mortar was a weapon which had re- 
ceived little attention and undergone 
little development as there was a mere 
handful of these weapons in existence. 
They are now being produced in im- 
mensely improved types in hundreds 
where they were previously in units. 
And the output of their heavy ammu- 
nition has had to keep pace. The out- 
put of bombs where it previously was 
reckoned in hundreds. has: now reached 
a total of scores of thousands weekly. 
The production of trench warfare mu- 
nition in a most miscellaneous collec- 
tion of workshops has, of course, ne- 
cessitated the provision of many as- 
sembly and inspection etations. 

“One of the earliest steps the minis- 
try of munitions had to take was to ac- 
quire control of every machine-tool 
maker in the United Kingdom and also 
to bring in the manufacturers of ma- 
chine-toolsa. Every machine-tool made 
during the last twelve months has been 
disposed of as directed by the ministry 
of munitions. The tools have been sent 
where they were most needed for the 
making of munitions. 

One of our most anxious problems 
has been the supply and the distribu- 
tion of skilled labor. There was not 
enough skilled labor to go round. This 
fact was recognized by the trades un- 
ions and the government'* has received 
their hearty assistance throughout in 
the distribution of skilled labor and 


tions 


in the dilution of skilled labor with un- 
skilled. The introduction of unskilled 
labor into the field of skilled labor is 
a sacrifice of skilled labor to which 
no too high tribute can be paid. Skilled 
men have trained and instructed un- 
skilled workers and in thousands of 
cases have willingly been moved from 
piece work to day wages with the re- 
sult that they have earned smaller 
wages than the people they had trained 
have received at piece work. 


Control of Skilled Workmen. 


“This position was rendered more 
difficult’ by the fact that many skilled 
workmen crowded into the army. More 
than 43,000 highly skilled workmen 
have since been withdrawn for muni- 
work. They go where they are 
sent. This has given the ministry of 
munitions control of a large body of 
Skilled workmen who can be moved 
as required.

It follows that there has been much 
labor expended in housing munitions 
workers. Whole villages have been 
built and we have provided accommo- 
dations for sixty thousand people in 
twelve months. 

“People from all classes of society 
have joined in the manufacture of 
munitions. There is, for example, on 
the staff of the malninery of munitions 
the daughter of an earl, who worked 
for nine months as a lathe hand ina 
munitions factory. Large numbers of 
the best-known families have devoted 
themselves to work in the canteens 
and to other work in connection with 
the factories. There is a department 
in the ministry which is solely con- 
cerned with the provisions of canteens 
for munition workers, and these can- 
teens provide meals for 500,000 people 
daily. This enables them to get thelr 
food under decent conditions. Charges 
are made to cover the cost.’ 

Interfered With Private Industry. 

Dr. Addison pointed out that it has 
been necessary to interfere arbitrarily 
in private industry in order to carry 
on the munitions work. Private and 
public building has been stopped in 
many cases in order to move the labor 
elsewhere or to economize material. 
What applies to the building trade 
holds good with many others. How- 
ever, this interference has been cheer- 
fully borne, he declared. 

He stated that as a result of the de- 
mands upon the ministry of munitions 
the formulae for many chemicals and 
instruments which formerly had been 
made by the Germans had been dis- 
covered by English scientists, and 
that these things were now being 

here. In conclusion, he 
said: 


“When the ministry of munitions is 
no more, the equipment. of the fac- 
tories and works extensions all over 
the country with power and plant on 
up-to-date systems, accurate and mod- 
ern machine tools, will add enormous- 
ly to our indtistrial strength in the 
markets of the world.” 

it is stated that the heads of the 
different departments of the ministry 
of munitions are largely directors and 
managers of great industries who 
have volunteered their services and 
have given up the whole of their pri- 
vate work to labor for the country 
wihout remuneration. As one has put 
it, “the ministry of munitions is, in 
fact, the general staff of British Iin- 
dustry, organized for war.” To- an 
American who has volunteered his 
services is given credit for affecting 
reductions in shell contract prices 
which saved the government £400,000 
a week.

EXPORT STEEL DEMAND

New York, August 6.—Output of roll- 
ed steel products by the subsidiary 
companies of the United States Steel 
corporation in July was reduced about 
10 per cent, compared with June, be- 
cause of the emaller supply of ingots 
and the extreme heat. Excessive hu- 
miditvy was responsible main!y for the 
smaller production of pig iron. July 
shipments of finished products were es- 
timated to have fallen off 250,000 tons 
and new bookings almost as much, in- 
dicating a decrease of about 250,000 
tons in unfilled orders. Net earnings, 
based upon the smaller shipments, but 
higher tonnage income, are estimated to 
have been about $25,000,000. 

The export demand for steel con- 
tinues extraordinarily heavy, fully 
1,000,000 tons being under negotiation. 

It is claimed that Russia's orders for 
locomotives will call for the expendi- 
ture of nearly $40,000,000. The order is 
said to have been distributed here, de- 
pendent upon adjustment in differences 
in regard to delivertes. Four hundred 
engines are to be built by the Ameri- 
can Locomotive company and an equal 
number by the Baldwin Locomotive 
company and 200 by the Jima Locomo- 
tive corporation. 

The Russian car contracts have not 
been closed, but 40,000 kegs of railroad 
spikes have been purcnased and 50,- 
000 more kegs are under negotiation. 
Inquiries are also in the market for 
frogs and switches for Russia, which 
will call for the expenditure of $1,000,- 
000 or even more. 

France has come into the market 
in the last few days for gun forgings, 
some of which will require ingots 
weighing three to four tons each. 
France is also asking for steel to be 
used in the manufacture of high ex- 
plosive shells and will take an unlim- 
ited tonnage, depending only upon the 
ability of the American mills to ship 
over the first half of next year. 

Additional purchases of 14,000 tons 
of Bessemer and special stee] making 
iron have been made for export to 
France. Japan and France are also in 
the market for railroad cars. 

Domestic manufacturers of war mu- 
nitions have placed orders for about 
30,000 to 40,000' tons for round and 
square bars, for billets snd for shell 
forgings for 6 and 9-inch shells. 

The Carnegie Steel company has ad- 
vanced the price of soft steel bars $2 
per ton to 2.60c base Pittsburg, but or- 
ders from agricultural implement man- 
ufacturers will still be taken at 2.50c¢ 
base. The American Steel and Wire 
company has announced an advance of 
$2 per ton on wire products, effective 
at once.

Al- 
ready there is talk of scarcity of cars, 
an acute shortage is predicted when 
crop moving actually begins, and much 
interstate movement of wheat from 
favored sections to places where 
shortages are manifest renders it like- 
ly that eastern centers may find cars 
scarce for ordinary shipments, The 
labor situation is - not satisfactory. 
Locally, a tie-up of passenger traffic 
carries a threat of trade interruption. 
In addition, the steam railroad men 
are said to favor a strike, but the 
near approach of a national election 
will, no doubt, see special efforts made 
to avoid an actual break. Lumber 
buying has improved after a rather 
quiet period, and the ocean freight 
situation is not so strained as a year 
ago.

Confidence in Sustained 
Economic Progress Is Un- 
diminished, Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

Exceptionally gratifying reports re- 
garding trade, industry and transpor- 
tationgare somewhat modified by less 
favorable news from the agricultural 
regions. Yet the reduced crop esti- 
mates, while accentuating the tenden- 
cy taward wholesome conservatism, 
have not raised doubts as to the main- 
tenance of the forward movement in 
business. In spite of various drawbacks 
and uncertainties, confidence in sus- 
tained economic progress is undimin- 
ished, the large increase in né@w en- 
terprises testifying to strong faith in 
the future. Notwithstanding the mag- 
nitude of previous purchases, many 
interests are disposed to extend com- 
mitments further, being prompted to 
cover far+distant needs by fears of a 
Browing scarcity of supplies and the 
possibility that prices may go still 
higher. 

Recoveries have occurred in certain 
lines that recently showed evidences 
of reaction, such as in steel and dry 
goods, while additional advances ap- 
pear in commodities which thus far 
have given no signs of yielding. Some 
domestic consumers of steel who count- 
ed on abatement of war orders to bring 
continued recessions,-and held off for 
this reason, have seen the foreign call 
remain remarkably heavy, and the 
question of available capacity. for next 
year is now entering more largely into 
calculations. Europe's buying of some 
other materials and products is also 
noteworthy, while in not a few in- 
stances home demands are growing, 
though this is normally the season for 
halting in about all branches. The 
works in many cases are so fully sold 
up that more business cannot now be 
accepted, and the chief problem of pro- 
ducers is still one of filling the con- 
tracts already taken. It is the excep- 
tion where deliveries can be nade with 
the desired promptness, as manufac- 
turers continue hampered by the labor 
shortage, which increases rather than 
diminishes, and the hot weather is cut- 
ting into outputs materially.

ORGANIZE IN ATLANTA 


Plans Are Made for Bring- 
ing Organization Conven- 
tion to This City. 


Leon Eplan, president of the Monte- 
fiore Relief association and active in 
Jewish philanthropic and fraternal af- 
fairs, was Sunday afternoon chosen 
chairman of the Georgia Jewish con- 
gress organization committee at an en- 
thusiastic meeting of the Atlanta Jew- 
ish congress branch. H. Lichtenstein, 
president, presiding, and a movement 
started to hold the organization con- 
vention in Atlanta soon. 

“The day has passed when there is 
any need for Jews meeting behind 
closed doors and there is no reason for 
it in this country,” said Leon Eplan, in 
urging that the local Jewish congress 
leaders be encouraged in their work of 
arranging mass meetings in co-opeéra- 
tion with local committees of the state 
not yet organized. 

“The congress idea is thoroughly 
American, and the meetings over the 
State have been successful, especially 
since the people understand the unsel- 
fish democratic ideal of the Jewish con- 
gress,” said Richard A. Friedson in 
favoring this plan. 

“The American public is watching 
with interest the effort of three mil- 
lion of its citizens to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of their persecuted co-religion- 
ists, through this congress of Jews, a 
congress to be democratically chosen 
by the masses of our people, who ap- 
prove the ideal of democracy and the 
humanitarian purpose of the congress,” 
said Leenard J. Grossman, who called 
attention to a letter from Justice Louis 
Dembitz Brandeis, in which the inter- 
est and moral support of the American 
people of all creeds is anticipated be- 
cause of the democracy if the con- 
gress.’
